THE PLYMOUTH FEVER,

The date 
of the contest will not be earlier than the crop 
year of 1886-37.

STORM SWEPT. 


RIOTOUS WIND AND HAILIN THE 
WEST. 


the Careering Cyclone Sweeps Through Several 
States of the North west and Destroys Property 
of all Descriptions—Ooillision of a Uy- 
clone and a Waterspout, Bic. 


St. Paut, Minn., July 9.—Reports received 
from various points indicate that a terrific 
wind and rain storm visited the western and 
soutbern sections of this state last night. In 
fome places the storm took the shape of a 


cyclone, and destroyed everything in its path. | 


The crops suffered most, whole fields being 
cestroyed. So far no casualties are reported, 
though reports from the ceuntry districts lying 
in the path 6r the storm are not in.

The Reports Frem Wisconsin. 

Mitwavker, July 9.—Te-night reports of 
damege from last night’s storm contiane te 
come in. The storm passed entirely across 
Wisconsin, diagonally from northwest to 
routhwest. Sparta appears to have been 
the greatest sufferer. While the storm 
raged the air was filled with falling trees and 
flying debris. On Court street the buildings 
are wrecked on every hand. Several fine resi- 
dences sre masses of ruins. At Plainfield the 
buildings were blown down. Fort Edwards, 
Woods county, had a planing mill, store, 
five dwellings, and ljlumber yards blown 
cut ofsight. About Edgerton more than two 
hundred tobaceo sheds were demolished ahd 
considerable live stock was killed. The new 
Catbolic churehb, the flax mill, residences and 
barns were destroyed at Appleton. About 
Stoughtog, the gEcene of the great 
tobacco warehouse fire on Sunday, 
the tobacco sheds, houses and barns 
were demolished. A large number of horses 
and cattle were killed. At White Water, 
Fail river and Elroy the loss by lightning was 
particularly severe. The total losses in the 
etate will be very heavy. In all sections of 
the state traversed by the storm the crops have 
sufiercd great injury. 

Sparta, Wis., July 9—A terrible cyclone 
swept over this place last night, and did great 
destruction to farmhouces and barns. Several 
churches were badly damsged. Fourteen cars 
at the St. Paul depot were blown from the 
track, and several others derailed at the North- 
western depot. The trains were delayed by 
these accidents. No reports have been re- 
ceived from the country, and the total damage 
cannot be given. 

STRUCK BY A WATER SPOUT. 

OsnkosH, Wis., July 9.—Last evening a cy- 
clone and water spoutof terrific velocity met 
twelve miles south of hereand swept along 
the river mill and lumber districts and struck 
this city with terrible violence. Hundreds of 
houses were demolished. Among the large 
buildings. destroved are the exposition build- 
ing and St. Paul and Ss. Peters churches. 
Two persons are reported killed, and twenty 
hurt. Many families are homeless. 


The Storm tm Diizois, 

CuicaGo, July 9.—Special dispatches indi- 
esate that a severe windstorm prevailed 
throvghout all portions of central and north- 
ern lilinois last night and today. At noon to- 
day the storm struck pi rly het blowing 
down the tyees and doing considerable damage 
to the frail buildings. Near Paxtap, I1L., there 
wes an extraordinary fall of rain, causing 
great damage to the crops. At Gukosh, Wis., 
the storm was very severe. The telegraph 
wires are all down, but news has been received 
by the train that St. Paul’s chapel and the 
exposition building, as well as many other 
buildings, were completely wrecked. Great 
dumage was done throughout Minuesota. 


Torn Up By the Roots, 

Warrrsrrey, July 9.—A cyclone accompan- 
ied by terrific lightning, thunder and rain 
struck this place at 12:30 today. The covered 
wooden bridge, 212 feet long, across Winooski 
river, was completely destroyed. Loss $5,000. 
The barns, chimneys, trees and spire of the 
Methodist church in this valley were blown 
down.

The Storm in Michigan. 

Derrort, Mieh., July 9.—Two miles north 
of Allegan, last night, a tornado swept a track 
a mile long and eighty rods wide. Buildings 
were uproofed and standing timber and or- 
ebhards were leveled. The losses will be large.

The Fxaseperated Strikers of Cleveland Still 
Threatening. 

CLEVELAND, O., July ¥.—The situation re- 
mained unchanged this morning, so far as 
precautionary arrangements down town were 
concerned. The Central police station was 
‘nil of patrolmen, and outside stood two four- 
horre coaches to convey the men wherever 
needed. Atthecity armory detachments of 
Greys, Light Artillery, and the Fifth Onaio 
National Guard are on duty, ready to move on 
call. At about nine o’elock news reached the 
ccntral station from the eighteenth ward that 
a procession of strikers, making over eleven 
hundred, bad just left the corner of Broad- 
woy and Humm street and were marching 
towards the city. A band of music was at the 
head, and they were flying the stars and 
stripes. The men seemed undetermined what 
to do, or where togo. A call for help was 
made from the screw works at the corner of 
Peyne aud Case avenues, and forty policamen 
were sent in two omnibuses to the factory. All 
wes quiet at thescrew works on the arrival of 
the police, the mob having returned to their 
rendezvous at Peach Orchard, in the 18th 
ward, leaving the city clear of strikers, tem- 
porarily at least. 


Trade Depressicu in Birmingham, 
Lirminouam, Eng., July 9,—At a meeting ol 
the Midland iron trade great depressien was 
reported. Failures are increasing, the bulk of 
the iron works not paying expenses. The 
competition is severe. Prices are ruinous. 
Commen forge pig is sold at thirty-two cents.

CROWDS AROUND THE OFFICE, 

The excitement of the exposures of London’s 
secret vice, made by the Pall Mall Gazette, 
continues unabated. ‘The demand for copies 
of the paper is gnormous, Large crowds sur- 
round the publishing office, and extra police 
have been ordered on duty to keep the passage 
ways open through the surrounding streets, 
and to protect the Pall Mall Gazette building 
from being approeched by persons having no 
legitimate business therein The crown lawyers 
are considering the advisability of prosecuting 
the publishers of the Gazette,and their decision 
is awaited with anxiety. Two newsboys were 
arrcsted and fined this afternoon for creating 
a disturbance by demanding 25 cents per copy 
for tcdey’s issueof the paper. A number of 
other vendors arrested on similar charges, 
were remanded for trial. 

George A. Bentinck, conservative member 
of parliament for White Haven, and formerly 
judge advocategeneral, published a letter in 
today’s St. Jame’s Gazette, denouncing the 
conduct of the editor of the Pall Mall Gazette.

: THE CHIEF DIRECTOR'S STATEMENT. 

The chief direetor of the Pall Mall Gazette 
inquiry commission, through which the reve- 
lations were obtained, writes concerning the 
whole matter as follows:

The commission had 
valuable assistance from the salvation army, from 
the londou eommittee for the suppression oO!

The commission applied to the arehbishop 
of Canterberry, the bishop of London and Cardi- 
pal Mannipg ior advice, and these great authori- 
ties on morals, while deprecatiug the risk involy- 
cd in the com mission’s task, all warmly support- 
ed its object. Ready help was aecorded to the 
commission from Catholic and Congregational 
clergymen; also from the minors’ joint protection 
committee, while the Ribbon Army society for 
the prevention of cruelty to children, the London 
City Mission, the Reformatory Refuge, the Union 
Rescue society, the Pimlico Ladies’ association, 
end Moral Reform union commission visited all 
the hospitais, homes and retuges where harbor is 
given unfertunates, The inmates readily gave 
all the information in their possession. ost of 
the revelations, however, were obtained throngh 
interviews. Everybody, high and low, from Lord 
Delhouse'to Mrs, Jeffries, was subjected to au 
interview by some member of the commission. 
Mre. Jeffries shed a flood of light upon the whole 
subject under investigation. The entire cost of 
the investigation amounted to $1,500. 

‘Thirteen newspaper venders, who had been 
srreeted for selling copies of the Gazette, were 
g2raigned before the lord mayor today, The 
city solicitor, in presenting the cases against 
the prisoners, charged them with cena 
te] ing obscene literature, and said he had 
marked for the courts perusal, passages ia 
the Gezette’s articles, upon which the 
charge was based. He would, he said, 
deciine to read the passages in open court, 
srdssid he thonght thatthe repetition of 
these objectionable statements with little al- 
teration daily, indicated no good object. The 
solicitor then stated thathe would require 
further time to consider what change to form- 
ulate against the prisoners. The lord mayor 
said he thought it would be best to await the 
decision of the government, which had bafore 
it for consideration the samecase.

DOWN THE RIVER. 
The Snake “Nation” of South Georgia De- 


picted.

East of the river, in Lowndes, there is a 
small stream that fows due east. There was 
an old time superstition that ifthe hair near- 
est the top of the head were buried in the 
exact source of a stream flowing eastward, the 
person from whom the hair was taken would 
epjoy immunity from headache. Tradition 
says that a hair was taken from the head ofa 
lady that once lived there, and so planted; 
and that she was never troubled with sick 
headache any more. The branch still goes by 
her name. Just below the head of the stream 
is Miller’s ferry, and now there is a_ bridge a 
few hundred yards below the old terry... Each 
side of the river here lie splendid farming 
lands. Down afew miles further is Shiloh 
ecburch in Lowndes. This isa noted church. 
For years and years it has been a strong hold 
on Methodism. Years agothis neighborhood 
received the soubriquet of “Snake nation.” I 
never knew why old Uncle Billy Bradford and 
Uncle Shade Griffin were the patriarchs of the 
nation. Good men they were, and their do- 
scendants marrying and inter-marrying soon 
made the whole nation akin. Shiloh has been 
the scene of many aday of religious enjoy- 
ment. 

When very young my father carried me to 
church there. While talking with a friend, I 
saw him turn and grasp the hand of a tall, 
dark-bearded, handsome man. “Tom,” said 
he, “this is my little boy.” The handsome 
stranger took me upon hig knee,-a9d askéd me 
a great Many things. “When do you leave, 
Tom?” said my father. “Three days more, 
and I’m off to Virginia.”. I knewthen that 
he was asoldier, and I have learned since 
that never a braver soldicr drew his saber, nor 
rode in the front ranks of Hampton’s legion, 
than Tom Heath. He hadall the dash and 
vivacity of a cavalier. His dark eyes sparkled 
with fun, and he never grew moody even 
when compelled to submlt to the hardships of 
war to which his high bred spirit Wasso un- 
accustomed.

A VITAL MATTER FOR ATLANTA, 

The repeal of the reshipping privilege for 
Atlanta by the railway pool on yesterday is 
the most serious blow at the commercial in- 
terests of our city that has been struck in ten 
years. 

For three years our merchants have work- 
ed in season and outof season to secure that 
privilege. They have held it to be essential 
to the maintenance of their commercial 
prosperity, and never rested until they had 
obtained it, They have had it for less than a 
montb, and now it is repealed—the repealing 
reevuintion to take effect in less than six weeks 
alver the original resolution was passed. 

There is considerable dissatisfaction, of 
course, Owing to this state of affairs. It was 
certainly wrong to the merchants of this state 


to make them believe they were going to be 


greatly benefitted by reshipping privileges, 
and before it was well under way to abolish 
it, and say to them, “It is better to let the 
matter remain as it was; the benefit is s0 gen- 
eral that it will do no good.” 

A meeting of the merchants and shippers 
of the city is called at the chamber of com- 
merce this morning for the purpose of ap- 
pealing to the roads against the injustice of 
their action on yesterday. We hope the 
meeting will be fully attended, and that it 
‘will speak with no uncertain sound. If At- 
Janta cannot take care of herself on so vital 
a matter as this she had better shut up shop!

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- golved until the merchants in Georgia meet 
Sa and form a compact and valuable ass ciation 


after their int-rests, as the rsilroads 
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merchan‘s. It could be easily done by hav- 
ipg the boards ef trade and chambers of com- 
merce of the different cities select delegates 
for this general board from their most ex- 
perienced and reliable members, to take into 
consideration just such questions as the pend- 
ing one in this issue, 

The question will doubtless be maturely 
considered by the boardsof Atlanta, Augusta 
and Macon, and what they will be able to do 
to help themselyes will be difficult to deter- 
mine, but itis certain that organization is 
necessary, and that by concerted effort they 
will be more likely to accomplish that which 
is due them,

A REFORMATORY PRISON. 

Tz Constitution is heart and soul with 
Dr. Felton in his advocacy of a reformatory 
prison for the state. 

We are not prepared to indorse the criti- 
cisms the doctor makes in his pending 
epeecb, on the lease system and the lessees, 
But it is perfectly clear that there is tx0 
abrupt a descent from a comparatively tri- 
vial or excusable crime into the hopeless 
depths of the penitentiary. There should be 
some intermediate station, especially for the 
younger criminals who commit crime 
thoughtlessly, and perhaps because they 
have never had the very training and teach- 
ing that this reformatory proposes to give 
them. 

It is easier to *preyenta boy from becom- 
ing a criminal, than to hang him orsuppress 
him after he has become one. And for the 
benefit of the practical °P&chiator we may say 
that it ischegper too. Dr. Felton will con- 
éiude his speech this morning. Upon his 
eloquent presentation of the facts in the 
care will depend very largely the fate of 
what we consider one of the most important 
bills of the session. We do not doubt that he 
will be equal to the occasion. 


THE COTTON CROP. 

The National Cotton Exchange publishes 
reports from all parts of the cotton belt, 
brought up to the end of June, and from no 
state is there much complaint of unfavorable 
weather, There has been a remarkable even- 
ness of weather from one end of the cotton 
gection to the other. Asa rule, all have had 
warm weather with abundant showers. The 
backwardness of the crop in the spring has 
been overcome, and it had at the opening of 
July an outlook rarely surpassed. The Na- 
tional Cotton Exchange puts the condition 
of the crop at 92; as compared with 85 one 
yearago. The plant is free of insect pests, 
and up to the first day of this month no ma- 
terial damage from grass had been reported. 
A short season of sunshine is, however, need- 
ed in many localities, Taking the cotton 
belt as a whole, and the close of June as the 
time, the National Cotton Exchange says that 
while the plant is yet somewhat small, it js 
well reoted, comparatively free from sap, 
except in localities, and is therefore better 
prepared to stand extreme meteorological 
conditions. 

Much alarm was occasioned by the appsar- 
ance of wormsin Jarge numbers over the 
northwestern part of Texas early in June. 
These were not the regular cotton worms, 
but they ate the young cotton plants with 
avidity, and in localities caused very serious 
damage, * Much of this has been repaired by 
replanting. Fears are expressed of the sec- 
ond brood, but itis not known whether the 
species is capable of reproducing itself as 
rapidly as the cotton worm, or whether there 
is more then one brood aseason. in some 
few instances the report of caterpillar has 
been mentioned, but no damage has occurred, 
Altcgether the prospect is favorable in every 
part of the cotton belt. It is certainly very 
unusual to hear no complaint from any con- 
siderable quarter. June was a growing 
month, and if July and August are equally 
favorable, the crop will be all that we can 
reasonably expect. 

Itismuch more to the point to be assured 
that the shortage of the two last years, and 
the condition of the market, promise fair 
prices no matter bow Jarge the out-turn may 
be. As the crop has been brought to its 
present condition at the lowest possible cost, 
and as it will doubtless be accompanied by a 
heavy corn crop, the soutb certainly has rea- 
e0n to lock forward to better times, 
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CHOLERA IN SPAIN. 

There are not wanting those who think the 
ecourge which is now ajfliicting certain dis- 
tricis of Spain is not true Asiatic cholera. It 
certainly is notinclined to travel widely. 
The injection docs not seem to be in the air. 
“Tf,” eaid an eminent English physician re- 
cently, ‘it could have come to London this 
season, it would have been onthe march 
long ago.’ Instead of spreading as in other 
years all over Spain and the reat of Europe, 
it clings to two provinces—Murcia and Val- 
encia—both in the hottest part of Spain, and 
both tontaining villeges and cities that are 
liberaliy supplied with filth, poverty and 
superstition. No cases are reported in 
Andalusia, the province lying next north of 
Murcia. No cases have appeared in the dis- 
trictsof Murcia and Valencia that havea 
pure water supply, and are cleanly kept and 
located away from streams. The center of 
the disease is the city of Murcia, a town of 
filth, located on adirty river. Before the 
appearance of the scourge it and its suburbs 
coptained about 100,000 people, buta good 
shaie of its people have fled, its stores are 
closed, and nearly every house that remains 
open contains, or has contained a, cholera 
case. Since the fifth day of June about 2,000 
deaths from cholera have occurred in a popu- 
lation noi exceeding at present 60,000. The 
river Segura carried the disease both ways 
from Murcia, and inthe Valencian towns 
along the river Jucar the mortality is also 
very great. The poor people, at least along 
these rivers, take frem themor from the 
irrigation cana’s connected with them, the 
water they drink, and thisis thonght to be 
sufficient to account for their sad fate. No- 
where else is the scourge very severe or fatal. 
It is not exaggeration to say that nine-tenths 
of the fatality in Spain can be connected 
with the rivers Jucar and Segura. In one 
Valencien village the people use artesian 
water, and nota single caseof the disease 
bas occurred there, although it is in the 
neighborhood of infected villages. This fact 
is vouched for by the bishop of Marcia. 

It is not worth the while to trouble our- 
selyes sbout Dr. Ferran’s inocculation rem 
edy, if by cleanliness of surroundings wecan 
keep the disease at bay. Most people will 
bot carr \ to take even a modified form of 
chole they can get along without it by 
dink’ Spare water and accepting other ap- 

itary methods. But there are al- 
who will drink any water that is 
pene; hd that will otherwise live like 


pigs. Overall such the authorities are com- 
yelled, in case of danger, to exercise close 
suptrvision, Asa means of self-preserva- 
tion and safety from disease, it should be 
done at all times. The lesson of Spain only 
emphasizes the lesson of all epidemics, Filth 
and a general violation of the laws of decent 
living, are at the bottom of all epidemics of 
cholera, and of all other diseases, for that 
matter.

The guestsat a large dinner 
party in lowa were made dangerously ill, the 
other day, by drinking currantwine, They tore 
their clothing and displayed symptoms of hydro 
phobia. The wine had been put in bottles con- 
taining the sediment of poison weed liniment 
and fragments of prickly ash root. 


THE New York Sun in its most aggravated style 
takes exceptions to the word “‘pantaloong” in Mc- 
Master’s history, and informs the historian that 
“trousers” is the word. The Chicago Herald 
promptly comes to McMaster’s rescue and speaks 
up for “‘pantaloons.’’ The Herald cites authori- 
ties. Webster says: ‘‘In the United States the 
original word trousers is almost laid aside, the 
term being applied only tothe loose garment ol! 
sailors or laborers, while pantaloons is used in all 
othercagses. The English adhere to the old term 
in respect equally to the dress of ceniigmen and 
all others, making much Js, use of the word pan- 
taloons in spegking of this part of the dress.’”’ The 
definition given of trousers is a loose garment 
worn by males—males of the human species is, of 
course, meant—extending trom the waist to the 
knee, or to the ankle, and covering the lower 
limbs. If one wants to be & Carper, the 
definition might be repudiated, since it 
describes this garment as loose. Trousers is given 
asitssynonym. Theorigin of pantaloon is said in 
Webster to be Italian, from a masked character in 
comedy who wore breeches and stockings that 
were al! of one piece. The term pantaloon, which 
passes from Italian into French, and from French 
into English, is said to be derived from Panta- 
leone, the patron saint of Venice; a baptismal 
name common in Italy, and derived from the 
Greek, meaning ‘‘all lion.’’ So far Webster, in 
which the word trousers is taken from the 
French word meaning to . truss. Arch.- 
bishop Trent speaks of pantaloons. Mr, George H 
Darwin in ‘The Development of Dregss,’’ says that 
we findan intermediate stage between trousers 
and breeches in pantaloons. In Spain it is ‘‘pan- 
talones,’’ in France, ‘‘pantalon,”’ in Germany,

What effect this state of affairs will haye upon 
the wine industry in Georgia is a mooted 
question. The chances are that viniculture 
will make steady progress. Since 1810 the con- 
sumption of wine in this country has increased 
400 percent. The wine imported is only 13 per 
cent of what is used here. These figures show that 
Americans drink home made wines. Admitting 
that the demand is on the increase, it follows that 
the supply will come from those states best suited 
to grape growing. California, North Carolinaaad 
Alabama areamong these states, but it isthe 
opinion of fereign experts that Georgia is unsur- 
passed, There is almost no limit to the poassibili- 
ties of the wine industry in northern and middle 
Georgia, In view of the rapidly increasing de- 
mand for domestic wines, it is safe enough to 
predict that Georgia will be no laggard in the 
vineyard business. The production of wine may 
be quite a departure from the doctrines of total 
abstinence, but if flooding the country with the 
juice of the grape will drive out whisky, the cause 
of temperance, health and morality will be mate 
tially aided, and newsources of profit will be 
opened to our farmers, 
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THE street car treubles in Chicago was not ad- 
justed until old Pro Bono Publico took a whack at 
the situation through the newspapers, It is grati- 
fying to know that this venerable and esteemed 
contributor to the press still lives in the north- 
west. If he ever finds himself a hundred miles 
from Atlanta itis to be hoped that he will stop 
over indefinitely.

In 1841, twenty years after steam 
navigation bad become common, and ten years 
alter railways were successfully running in Eng- 
land, Londoa had 2,000,000 population, In 1871 
she had 3,500,0.0, and in 1881 considerably over 
4,0C0,060, If this rapid increase of population is 
not due to the new conditions superinduced by 
steam transportation. to what is it due? It can- 
not be said that this immense increase is on 
account of steam navigation alone. The railroads 
play a very important part in it. Ip future 
it is quite probable that numerous compe 
ting railway, lines bringing about cheap trauspor- 
tation, will make inland towus equal and in some 
respects superior to favored seaports. We have no 
desire to see a London in this country. Over- 
grown cities have very serious disadvantages, 
What we may expect to see, however, isa notable 
increase in the size of many of ourinland cities. 
Acity, for instance, occupying Atlanta’s com- 
manding position, cannot fail to become a marvel 
of growth and energy as the center of numerous 
cheap transportation lines. The same conditions 
and laws of growth which have made London an 
uuwieldy metropolis must inevitably make At- 
lanta, not 4 metropolis, but a very large city,

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A NIGHT IN A CAVE. 


THE ADVENTURES OF A PARTY OF 
TRAVELLERS. 


After Exploring the Secrets of an Unfrequsnted Cave, 
They Find Thetr Bxit Barred by a Voll of Rat- 
tlesnakes—The Strange Bxperiences of 
@ Terrible Night—Their Bsecape. 


CHULAFINER, Ala., July 9.—[Special,}—A 
party of northern gentlemen who 
have been prospecting for miner. 
alsin this section for some time, arrived here this 
morning from the neighborhood of Riddle’s 
bridge,on the Talapoosa river, and report the 
finding by them of a remarkable cave near there 
and also givea graphic accountof their meeting 
with the inhabitants of the cave. 

The entrance to the cave is near the head of a 
small ravine, about one milé from the Talapoosa 
river, and is barely large enough for one person to 
enter at a time. 

The party entered the cave about 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon and spent two hours exploring it. 

The cave is about four hundred feet in length, 
varying in width from ten to sixty feet, with an 
average height oof fifteen feet, and is 
dimly lighted throughout by small fissures 
‘in the rocks extending from the roof to the ground 
above, 

When the party was ready to leave the cave im- 
agine their consternation at finding their exit 
b.ocked by a writhing,-hissing mass of huge rat- 
tlesnakes, The noise made by the party while 
exploring the cave had doubtless roused thesnakes 
irom their hiding places among the rocks, aad 
je had gathered in large numbers near the en- 

ce. 

A council of war was beld, and deeming discre- 
tion the better part of valor the party retreated to 
that part of the cave most remote from the en- 
trance to await for the snakes to return to their 
hiding places. Night coming on shortly the gen- 
tlemen were compelled to remain in the cave until 
morping. Seon ajter dark one of the party struck 
& match for the purpose of Heneng a cigar, and, 
after lighting it, threw the still burning match 
Upon the bottom of the cave, afid was 
Startled at seeing a bright flame of fire flash up 
from the rocks where the mateh had failen, The 
flame rose to a height of four feet, burned brightly 
all night and was still burning when the gentle- 
men left the cave this morning. A small fissure 
could be seen in the rocks beneath the flame, and 
the supposition of the gentlemen in the party (one 
ofihem is an experienced geologist) ,is that a 
strong volume of natural gas was escapifg through 
this fissure. 

Daylight came at last, to the great relief of the 
weary prospectors, the entire party having re- 
mained awakeall night. Going forward to the 
entrance of the cave they found that the snakes, 
with the exception of one or two, had gone back 
to their hiding places; those that remained were 
quickly dispatched with stones,, and the gentle- 
mepD made their exit from the cayein safety. A 
Jarge party wil) go from here to-morrow prepared 
to exterminate the rnakes and fully explore this 
wonderful cave.
